The Chancel- 
lor described the move as “unpre- 
cedented support for sterling against

Meanwhile, Britain's miners 
Cleared a major. hurdle for 
the government's inflation-fighting 
programme yesterday by approving 
Ibnits of 5 per cent on wage in- 
Greases in the current year. 

The 53 per cent vote in favour 
of the curbs by members of the 
National Union of Mineworkers vir- 
tually assures that Britain's over- 
ali labour federation, the Trades 
Union Congress, will endorse the 
wage programme when it meets on 
June 16. 

That, plus the announcement of 
the massive international credit, con- 
tributed to a 3-cent rise in the 
value of sterling on the London 
exchange yesterday. The pound rose 
to $1.75 from Friday's closing of

A spokesman for Arafat had ear- 
lier claimed in Beirvt that Syrian

Bid to destroy PLO or capture it

LEBANON'S 15-month-long εἰν] 
war yesterday exploded into an 
open showdown between Syria and 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion, This must mean a split be- 
tween Syria and several Arab states, 
especially those which will attend 
tonight's Arab League conference 
in Cairo. But it also means a split 
within the PLO leadership itself. - 
Syria was seen last night to be 
facing two choices: 
Φ The first is to engineer the 
overthrow of Yasser Arafat, a 
discreetly Egyptian disciple, and pro- 
mote a new PLO ieadership which 
would rally the Palestinians in Le- 
banon behind Damascus, instead of 
being in confrontation with it. 
Evidently taking such a possibi- 
lity into consideration, the Syrians 
yesterday won over the influential 


* chairman of the Palestine National 
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Council ‘(parliament), Khaled Fa- 
houm. He might be able to summon 
Palestinian leaders in Lebanon, Sy- 
ria and Jordan to a special session 
to elect a new executive leadership 
that would exclude anti-Syrian ele- 
ments. 

It should be borne in mind that 
the Syrians are now jn total control 
of the “Sa’eka,” the largest PLO 
grouping after Arafat’s Fatah. Sy- 
ria is also in. firm ¢ontrol of the 
semi-regular Palestine Liberation 
Army whose commander, Misbah 
Budeiri, recently went on record as 
seeking “Arafat's head.” 

@ The alternative 'is to launch a 

massive offensive 
against the dissidext PLO elements 
a3 well as defiant leftiats in Beirut, 
with the aim of‘ supervising the 
emergence of Syria's own brand of 
Lebanon's new rezime. 

Though the second choice is be- 
ing obviously h&mpered by Arab 
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and forelgn factors,- Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad may still opt for 
military adventure, as the home 
front is considered unlikely to tole- 
rate further political manoeuvres 
which could transform Lebanon in- 
to a Syrian Vietnam. Belng in con- 
frontatlon with a PLO-leftist alll- 
ance, Assad would count on the 
backing of Lebanon's Christians as 
well as Moslem conservatives who 
heve been voicing approval, direct 
or oblique, of Syria’s military ac- 
tion in their country.

TEL AVIV, — A high school teach- 
er from Talba village in the east- 
ern Sharon was yesterday acquitted 
of manslaughter after the District 
Court here ruled that no causal 
connection had been proved between 
"his slapping a pupil and the latter's 
subsequent death. 

‘The teacher, Ahmed Mahmud 
Azam, 33, had been on patrol duty 
in the schoolyard when he caught 
15-year-old Sa'id Latif Jaber play- 
ing truant. The teacher slapped 
the boy, who fell to the ground. 
‘The boy got up. walked a few steps 
and collapsed. He was taken to hos- 
pital but was pronounced dead on 
arrival. 

The three-judge panel ruled on 
the basis of medical evidence that 
no causal connection could be found 
- between the blow and the pupil's 
death. Moreover, the autopsy could 
not fix the exact cause of death, 

Dealing also with the question 
of corporal punishment in schools, 
the court was split. Judges Morde- 
chai Chernobilsky and Avraham 
Khalima held: “In these circum- 
stances the slapping of a pupil by 
a teacher does not constitute as- 
sault in the sense of criminal law." 

But Judge Haim Bental, in a 
minorlty opinion, argued that strik- 
ing pupils is “fan unacceptable 
practice,” and that the courts 
should lay down norms of teha- 
viour to guide the public, “and not 
accept those norms accepted by 
part of the public.” UItim) 


Tsrael-EEC 
task force 
to be set up 


Israeli and the European Economic 
Community agreed yesterday to es- 
tablish a joint task force to pro- 
mote industria! cooperation and the 
exchange of knowhow, technology 
and Marketing information. The 
team will submit its first report to 
the joint Israel-EEC committee 
which will meet mext October in 
Brussels. 

In a joint statement issued yes- 
terday by Foreign Minister Yigal 
Allon and Claude Cheysson, com- 
missioner in charge of Mediterra- 
nean and developing countries, the 
two sides agreed that Israel would 
postpone implementing a 20 per 
cent tariff on products of infant 
industries until the Market cana 
adapt itself to the new measure. 
The products in question include the 
higher customs on plastic materials, 
metail-cutting ‘blades, felt and plas- 
ter. 

The two parties decided to dis- 
cuss in October Israel’s request for 
lower European customs rates on 
some processed agricultural goods. 

With the joint statement, the 
EEC delegation wound up its visit 
and returned ἐσ Europe. At the air- 
port, Cheysson told reporters that 
he hoped there would be further 
economic agreements between the 
Market and Israel's neighbours — 
which would ‘contribute towards a 
climate of peace in the region.

Four MKs draft bill to end 


rabbis’ monopoly on marriage

Absolute rabbinica] authority over 
Marriage and divorce — a clerical 
prerogative held for decades even 
before the establishment of the state 
— will come to an end soon if a 
bill to be tabled in the Knesset this 
week becomes law. 

The proposed legislation is en- 
titled “The 1976 Marriage and Di- 
vorce Law” and is being introduced 
by a quartet of left-wing MKs — 
Shulamit Aloni of CRM, Marcia 
Freedman of the Independent So- 
cialists, Eliezer Ronen of Mapam 
and Meir Pa’il of Moked. 


According to a spokesman for 
the four, a civii marriage and 
divorce bill had originally been pre- 
pared by Mapam’s Chayka Gross- 


man. However, the Alignment’s 
Kmesset caucus vetoed the move 
and Grossman withdrew her pro- 
posal, which was to have been in 
the form of a private member's bill. 
The new bill was formulated by 
Pa'iL Some of its provisions — 
@ Civil weddings and non-rabbini- 
cal divorce proceedings would 
enjoy statutory parity with religious 
marriage and divorce acticas. 
Φ If a couple selected a religious 
marriage or divorce process, they 
would have the right to have the 
ceremony performed by a Reform 
or Conservative rabbi of their choos- 
‘ing and not be required to apply 
to an Orthodox rabbi recognized by 
the Chief Rabbinate. 
@ Civil weddings would be per 
formed by a “registrar of nup- 
tials” assigned to the area in which 


one of the partuers resides. Alterna- 
tively, a couple could be married 
“by special contract” arranged pri- 
vately, on condition that the con- 
tract was reported to, and approved 
by, the registrar afterwards. 
@ Civil divorce woula be available 
only through the District Court, 
and would be granted “on demand” 
if both partners agreed. Im cases of 
contested divorce, grounds for 8 
court divorce would include deser- 
tion, conviction of one of the part- 
mers of a crime against the other, 
incurable mental illness of one of 
the partners, a ‘physical illness or 
impairment that prevents the pos- 
sibility of a normal family life, 
“or any other reason which the 
Minister of Justice may set in the 
regulations, with the approval of 
the Knesaet Law Committee.” 


Gorini honoured 
by Yad Vashem

Professor Luigi. Gorini, a teacher 
of microbiology at Harvard Medi- 
cal School, was recently honoured 
as a Righteous Gentile by Yad Va- 
shem for saving Italian Jews from 
the Nazis during World War ΤΙ. 

The scion of a distinguished fa- 
mily of scientists, Prof. Gorini was 
born in Milan in 1903. He met his 
future wife Anna Maria, also a 
microbiologist, when both were 
doing anti-fascist underground work 
during World War I. Anna Ma- 
ria's father was a descendant of 
the Counts of Sforza and of the 


Royal House of Lombardy. Her ma-. 


ternal grandfather, 2 member of 
one of Italy’s Jeading Jewish fami- 
lies, the Fortis, was Minister of Ag- 
riculture for King Victor Emanuel. 

During the war the Gorinis were 
in charge of procuring arms for 
Italian partisans, and Prof. Gorini 
was a member of the Italian Com- 
mittee of Liberation. The couple 
helped many Jewish but 
their special concern was for Jew- 

The ceremony at Yad Vashem 
was attended by President Ephraim 
Katzir and many of the Gorinis 
friends and well-wishers. Prof. Go- 
rini took ili shortly before the cere- 
Mony and the award was accepted 
by his wife. 


Abergil gets 18 months 


_ for terrorizing Musrara 


Ya’acov Abergii of Jerusalem's 
Musrara quarter, who was found 
guilty of extortion and threats, 
was yesterday sentenced by the 
Jerusalem District Court to 18 
months in jail and a two-year sus- 
pended term. 

Abergil was found guilty on 
four counts and acquitted of two 
additional charges. 

He was convicted of threats 
against Avi Giorgi, who worked 
together with him at Television 
‘House. Abergil put a lighted ciga- 
ret to Giorgi's face and informed 
him that If he wanted to continue 
working in television he would 
have to pay Abergil IL500 a month. 
Giorgi left. 

Abdergli was also found guilty of 
uttering threats against one Dr. 
Ludwig, a Kupat Holim physician, 
after the latter refused to pre- 
scribe narcotics for him. 

In an additional charge, Abergil 
was found guilty of having broken 
into the room of David Moyal of 
‘Musrara and taking over the dwel- 
ling — against Ε of IL4G0. 
Some time afterwards Abergil de- 
manded the return of the money 
and, not receiving it, he added an 
additional demand of IL200 “inter- 


est." Moyal forked over IL600. 

Abergil was also found guilty of 
attacking ἘΠῚ Ben-Harush (brother 
ef David Ben-Harush, who is stand- 
ing trial together with the Aber- 
gil brothers) and his friend David 
Hityun. 


. Judge Dr, Ya’acov Bazak -dec- 
lared in his judgment that Aber- 
gil’s crimes indicate a “life-style of 
threats, terror and blackmail” The 
judge recalled the obvious fear of- 


the witnesses who gave testimony 


and declared that “the atmosphere 
of threats and terror has not com- 
pletely disappeared from Musrare.” 

At the same time, Judge Bazak 
noted, Ya'acov Abergil did well in 
his job at Television. This, he said, 
indicated that the accused is “not 
without ‘hope of redemption.” The 
judge mentioned the testimony of 
Mordechai Kirshenbaum, the produ- 
cer of “Nikui Rosh,” who gave evi- 
dence of the “good character” of the 
accused, who had worked with him. 

The hearings in the cases against 
the two brothers of the accused, 
Reuven and Eliezer Abergil, and of 
David Ben-Harush, who are also 
accused of extortion and threats, 
has been adjourned until Judge Ba- 
zak returns from overseas. (Itim)

“Political uncertainty" was cited 
yesterday by Haim Bar-Lev, Minis- 
ter of Commerce and Industry, ag 
one of the reasons for the relatively 
slow development of industry in 
the administered areas since the 
Six Day War. 

Addressing the Knesset in a re- 
view of ministry activities, Bar- 
Lev said: "Every year since 1067 
we have witnessed an increase in 
the number of small plants and 
workshops throughout Judea and 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip. Many 
of them have benefited from deve- 
lopment loans made available by 
the military government in those 
areas, . 
“Nevertheless, the pace of indus- 
trialization can best be described 
as lagging. 
low, lacking, people 
there are behind the times as far 
as technology is concerned. nother 
factor is the political uncertainty 
felt in the administered areas.” 

Bar-Lev said that Israelis wishing 
to establish industries in the “areas” 
or in the Jewish settlements across 
the Green Line are entitled to bene- 
fits similar to those available under 
the Law of Capital Investment Encou- 
ragement. In addition, industrial 
buildings are available for rent at 
convenient terms. 

Scanning the Israeli industrial 
scene, Bar-Lev said 1975 was 
tough year, with the worldwide re-

cession leaving its imprint here. No 
wonder, then, that our industrial 
Productivity — in resi terms — 
grew by only 3 per cent during the 
year to reach a point somewhat 
above 1IL53,000m.” 

The minister also told the House 
that only 25 out of 100 Israeli 
workers are employed.in the indus- 
trial sector, and that this sector 
contributed just under 30 per cent 
-of the Gross National Product last 
year. 

As for 1976, Bar-Lev foresaw 
“general stability in output, em- 
ployment and investment” except 
for those branches producing speci- 
fically Zor the home market, notably 
building supply firms, where a down- 
trend may be expected during the 
rest of this year. 

Commenting on Bar-Lev’s speech, 
ME Meir Pe'll (Moked) demanded 
Government restraints on imports 
“even, before our ents with 
the Common Market take hold.” He 
also calléd for a six-hour day, at 
gull pay, for all production workers. 

Yitzhak Modai of the Likud also 
raised the imports issue, claiming 
that “our Commerce Minister just 
does not seem to have the authority 
to stem the tide of foreign imports 
and replace them with locally ma- 
nufactured merchandise.”

As- 
fan immigrant leaders also de- 
manded an interview with Prime 
Minister James Callaghan to seek 
protection for their people. 

The riots flared un during the 
weekend over the murder of a Sikh 
teenager by a gang of Whites in 
Southall, a West London district 
largely taken aver in recent years 
by 30,000 settlers from India and 
Pakistan. Extra police were drafted 


into the area yesterday in an: effort 
to dissuade Asians from carrying 
out their threat to set up patrols. 

A Scotland Yard spokesman said 
five White youths had been arrested 
cn suspicion of murdering the Sikh, 
18-year-old student Gurdip Chag- 
ger, who was stebbed to death as 
he left a Friday night movie. 

The trouble reached its climax on 
Sunday, when 500 Asians besieged 
Southall police station fer several 
hours. During the demonstration 
two White men in a green Jaguar 
car drove slowly by shouting in- 
suks and waving a pickaxe handle. 
Asian youths chased the car and

hurled beer and soft drink cans at 
it; they then attacked other cars 
driven by Whites. 

Qne man driving his wife and 
baby daughter was dragged from 
his car near the police station and 
beaten, while Asian youths tater 
attatked a group of White youths 
standing at a bus stop and elsewhere 
in London a White youth was stab- 
bed in the back by a Black and 
taken to hospital.

‘Egypt ready to lose 20 men per Israeli’ 


WASHINGTON. — The Egyptian 
strategy for the next war with Is. 
Tael is to inflict heavy casualties on 
the Israelis, correspondent: William 
Beecher wrote in vesterday's “Wash- 
ington Post.” 

“According to current thinking 
the Egyptians would be willing to 
give up 10 to 20 lives for every 
israeli killed." he wrote. In the 
Egyptian view this strategy is one 
ot “losing the tactical battles but 
winning the political war,” the 
writer said. 

Beecher, who has just completed 


a four-week tour of Egypt, Jordan, 
Israel and Syria, said that “Israel 
fs determined that in the event of 
another war, it will not win the 
tactical fight only to lose politically 
and strategically as in 1978. Its 
mititary planners are still distraught 
that they were not allowed to com- 
piéte the capture or destruction of 
the Egyptian 3rd army because of 
U.S. and Soviet pressure for a cease- 
fire. 

“In another war, they would at- 
tempt to destroy both the armed 
forces and the economic infrastruc. 
ture of the attacking Arab states, 


expecting to resist all pressures 
until the job is done-for such a 
result they would be prepared to 
pay 2 heavy price in lives and ma- 
terial with the expectation that the 
post-war environment would pro- 
duce at long last live-and-let-live 
agreements with the Arab worid.” 

According to Beecher “The Is- 
Taelis have built up stocks for at 
least three weeks of ‘heavy, sus- 
tained combat, so they would not 
be dependent on supplies from the 
US. as in 1973, and therefore would 
be im a position to resist pressures 
to limit their military gains." (ITA)

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UN mandate 
in Cyprus 
to continue 


UNITED NATIONS. — Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim said yes- 
terday a six-month extension of the 
mandate of the UN peace-keeping 
force in Cyprus (Unficyp) has been 
agreed on by the parties concerned. 

The Security Council is expected 
to meet this week to renew the 
mandate of the 2.923-man, eight- 
nation force, which expires on 
June 15. Unficyp has been stationed 
in Cyprus since March, 1964 to 
help Keep the peace between the 
Greek-Cypriot and Turkish-Cypriot 
communities, 

The Secretary-General warned, 
however, that Unficyp’s budget, fi- 
nanced by voluntary contributions 
“in insufficient amounts and by a 
disappointingly small number of 
governments,” had a deficit now 
exceeding $40m- 

This has placed an increasing 
burden on the troop-donor govern~ 
ments, some of which understand- 
ably wished to reduce their com- 
mitments. If the situation were not 
remedied, “Unficyp may well one 
day find itself unable to continue to 
function for lack of funds,” Wald- 
hebn said. 

Countries which have troops in 
Cyprus are Austria, Britain, Canada, 
Denmark, Finland, Ireland and Swe- 
den. Smail civilian police contin- 
gents come from Australia, Austria 
and Sweden.

COPENHAGEN. — When Lars 
Nielsen retired, the first thing he did 
was to give up his old-age pension. 

He traded it for the ‘‘Old People's 
Town,” Copenhagen's way of mak- 
ing old age dignified and satisfying. 

“Our first priority is to provide 
proper care,"’ said Henning Blume, a 
city official, on a tour of the town- 
within-a-city. ‘But the very next one 
is to make it like home.” 

The Old People's Town -- ‘‘De 

Gamies By" in Danish — is an in- 
stitution which doesn't Iook or act 
like one. It is a self-contained town — 
church, library, cinema, concert 
hall, hospital and apartment 
buildings. 
For pensioners like Nielsen the 57- 
year-old town — once ἃ prison 
workhouse — has been turned into a 
close approximation of paradise. In 
Place of government pensions, 
everything imaginable for comfort, 
well-being and self-respect is provid- 
ed free. 

There are no rules, no locked gates 
at night. AU clothes — not uniforms 
— are free. Pocket money is provid- 
ed. Each apartment house floor has

a kitchen and a book-stocked lounge. 
Meals are at individual tables with 
afternoon coffee or tea delivered to 


- the rooms. 


“There are clubs, handicrafts, out- 
ings, concerts, every kind of ac- 
tivity,” said Blume, vice director of 
social welfare for the city. 

“The average age of patients here 
is 87, and morale, you might say, is 
very high.” 

There is also, unsurprisingly, a 
waiting list. It got so long for the 
1,450 places in the Old People's Town 
— its patients outnumbered by 1,580 
doctors, nurses, and staff members 
— that Copenhagen built another 


- one, resembling a modern apart- 


ment complex, called 
Bystaevaeparken. 

“But the feeling now is that these 
places may be too big," Blume said. 
Some feel old people should not be 
separated, should stay within the 
community. So far the last five years 
or so, the emphasis has been on what 
we call ‘protected’ dwellings." 

Under this system, the city does 
everything it can to keep a pensioner 
in his own home. It pays his rent. If 
necessary it will remodel his home, 
installing elevators and aides like 
wheelchair ramps. It provides 
cleaners, cooks, visiting nurses. 

— with'a population of 
600,000 of all ages — now has 7,300 
such “protected” dwellings. 

For old people who need constant 
attention and those who do not want 
to be on their own, there are 
Bystaevaeparken and the Old 
People's Town. 

“These places are not quite like 
having your own home, But they are 
not like institutions, either,"" Blume 
said. : 

“We hope they are the best of 
both.” (UPI)

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YUGOSLAVIA is “‘picture postcard 
country” — at least in the apring in 
the republics of Croatia and 
Slovenia. And the beauty can be 
compressed into a hectic one-day's 
Grive. 

The snow-capped Alps ar¢ 
reminiscent of Switzerland; the 
Dalmatian coast reminds one of the 
French and italian Rivieras; the 
hundreds of shore-hugging green 
islands seem to have been 
transplanted from the Greek 
Aegean; the fjords look Norwegian: 
the hair-pin turns on narrow roads 
hovering on the brink of suicidal 
cliffs are just ag breath-taking as 
those at Cannes; the moated castles 
stem from Germany or Austria 
indeed, Slovenia and Croatia were 
once part of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire); the water off the beaches 
of Dubrovnik is as clear as that of 
Sharm e-Sheikh: the brilliant- 
coloured tulips rival those of 
Holland; forests are everywhere and 
the countryside, especially in the 
Plitvice Nationa] Park area, is lush 
with swift-moving streams, creeks. 
lakes and water-falls, and the woods 
nezrby provide wild deer, boar and 
bear hunting — for a fee (about 
$6,000 for one large bear). The girls are 
said to be intelligent — they certain- 
ly lack the embellishments of 
Western beauty parlours. Cities, 
towns and villages are clean — only 
once did we see a graveyard of dis- 
carded bottles, rusty sardine cans 
and plastic containers, which unfor- 
tunately reminded us of home. 

There is a lack of tension In the air. 
Noone walks about with a transistor 
glued to his ear to hear the news, nor 
is there 8 rush to buy newspapers. If 
you ask a question in English, you 
will probably get a vague look in 
return for few (outside of those who 
work In places which cater to 
tourists) know English. German is 
the main foreign language, partly 
due to this area's Austrian past. 
partly to the influx of millions of 
German-speaking tourists every 
year. 

If you smile, you generally 
generate a smile in return. But it is 
hard to forget Yugoslavia's present 
anti-Israeli stand in world affairs. 
And still harder to forget that few 
Yugoslavs distinguished themselves 
by helping Jews when their country 
was overrun by the Nazis. Even 
members of the 600-year-old Jewish 
community of Dubrovnik were 
deported. 


But if this were to be a criterion for 
visiting any country, then most of 
Europe would be off limits. 

Apart from its fantastic beauty. 
Yugoslavia can offer Israell visitors 
some special things, such as the 
mineral spas {dating from Romano 
times) for a variety of ailments, 
ranging from women's diseases, to 
chronic nephritis, neuralgia, and 
rheumatism. 

Europeans come from ali over the 
continent, both Hast and West, to 
“take the cure." for these spas are 
said to equal or surpass the better 
known ones of Czechoslovakia or Italy. 
The art of balneology is well 
developed in many European coun- 
tries which have physicians 
specializing in this field, and who 
claim iywpreasive results. 

(But most physicians trained in 
the Anglo-American schools of 
medicine are a little sceptical of 
these claima, even if they admit that 
the spas do seem to make the patient 
feel better.) 

Above all, Yugoslavia is com- 
paratively cheap. Its first-class 
hotels are among the cheapest in all 
Europe, with the possible exception 
of Rumania. 

Where else can one find a five-star 
hotel offering bed and full board (in 
a double room} for $29 per person 
per day at the height of the tourist 
season? This is what the “Croatia,” 
at Cavtat, charges. And this hotel 
easily outshines any Israeli hotel in 
beauty, and it also packs under one 
roof such facilities as several 
restaurants, beer hall, tavern, 
coffee shop, snack bar, outdoor and 
indoor swimming pools, tennis 
courts, bowling alley, shooting 
gallery, sauna, gymnasium, English 
club {one talks here in subdued 
tones) and a casino, Outside there is 
the clean, sparkling Adriatic, and 
the hotel nestles in a forest-covered. 
cove. 

And if $29 a person a day seems 
cheap, the price is even lesa in the 
off-season. Four- and three-star 
hotels are still less expensive and 
everything Is even cheaper if 
ordered in advance as part of a 
“tourist package.” 

What will jar Israelis visiting 
Yugoslavia? 

Firstly, the driving. It is far more 
reckless even than in Israel, and 
police supervision is less evident. In 
Zagreb both the pavements and the 
curbs are packed with parked cars. 

The coffee is bad.

AMSTERDAM. — 
THE CASE of a 39-year-old Dutch 
housewife with 10 children who hired 
a man to murder her husband has 
aroused widespread interest in this 
country because the woman involved 
is Bertha Hertogh who made world 
headlines at the end of World War IL. 


The daughter of Dutch Roman 
Catholic parents, Bertha was born in 
1928 on the island of Java, where her 
father was in service as a sergeant in 
the Dutch Army. When the Japanese 
overran the Dutch East Indies after 
Pear] Harbour, her parents were in- 
terned. But her mother had en- 
trusted six-year-old Bertha to the 
care of her Indonesian Mosiem nurse 
Aminah. 


Both Hertogh and his wife sur- 
vived the Japanese concentration 
camps and returned to retrieve their 


daughter. Neither she nor her nurse .

ouple, like the 
majority of Dutch citizens in the 
former colony, returned to Holland.

“MUNICH. — Leonid Brezimev likes 
to tell jokes about himself and 

about communism. ᾿ 


John F. once pulled him 
into the White House garden for a 


confidential talk, apparently fearing 


that the Oval Office was bugged. 

These and countless other 
revelations about world events and 
world leaders are contained in Willy 
Brandt's memoirs, scheduled for 
release in the autumn and excerpis 
of which the West German news 
magazine Der Spiegel has begun 
publishing in pre-publication 
serialization. They cover the period 
from 1957, when Brandt became 
governing mayor of West Berlin, um- 
til May 1974 when he resigned as 
West Germany's chancellor because 
of the discovery of an East Ger- 
man spy placed strategically in his 
office as a staff aide. 

As memoirs by world ‘statesmen 
go, Brandt’s are as unusual as the 


means yet an ‘elder statesman."" 
Though no longer the head of the 
West German government, he 
remains the head of its: governing 
party, the Social Democrats (SPD). 
As such he is not only very much in- 
volved in the formulation of policy, 


the running of state affairs, and the. 


focus of almost daily attention in the 
media, but is the principal architect 
of the SPD's campaign in. the 
forthcoming October genera! elec- 
ton. 

Moreover, many of the leaders he 
writes about — Henry Kissinger, 
Brezimev, French President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing, Italian Com- 
munist leader Enrico Berlinguer — 
are themselves still active in the rin- 
ning of their nations' affairs. 

But, above 8Π, Brandt spent the 
first half of his adult life as a 
professional journalist and foreign 
correspondent. He brings to this 
book about 17 of the most decisive 
years in world history the polished 
and forthright language of a veteran 
newsman, the dispassion of a 
resourceful reporter, and the sharp 
tommentary of an editorialist. 

Though he is often critical of

others, he {s equally critical of 
himself. His sharpest self-criticism 
is of his lack of interest in purely 
domestic German affairs, a fact 
which actually contributed more to 
his. resignation two years ago than 
the disclosure of East German in- 
telligence penetration of the 
chancellory. The 680-page book con- 
centrates primarily on foreign 
events. 

There is still a note of bitterness 
when he describes the building af the 
Berlin Wall in August 1961. The U.S. 
British and French commandants in 
West Berlin were more disoriented 
and helpless than the Germans in 
those dramatic days. 

Brandt implored them to send 
tanks to the East-West demarcation 
line in a show of force that would, at 
least, soothe public opinion in West 
Berlin. More than 20 hours passed 
before the first Allied units moved 
out of their bases, 40 before the 
Allied commandants issued a 
lukewarm protest to the Soviet com- 
mander in East Berlin, and 72 before 
Washington, London and Paris 
delivered diplomatic notes in 
Moscow. 

The West, Brandt realized later, 
regarded the building of the wall 
between East and West Berlin as 
‘“‘an internal affair of the Soviet 
bloc" and it was Western inaction 
and inflexibility which led him to 
conceiving a West German foreign 


policy — the Ostpolitik that won him ᾿ 


the Nobel Peace Prize as chancellor. 

For Brandt it was clear that there 
was a tacit agreement between 
Washington and Moscow not to rock 
the boat. A year later, however, the 
U.S. reckoned with and mobilized for 
war in Berlin because it expected the 
Soviets to deflect attention from the 
clandestine missile build-up in Cuba. 


BRANDT quotes the comments of 


manv Jeaders about others and about 
international events.

Thus, he had Konrad Adenauer 
once saying that Yugoslavia's Presi- 
dent Tito is "nothing but an ordinary 
robber." Adenauer was contemp- 
tuous of the Bundesiag, West Ger- 
many's parliament and once said to 
Brandt: ‘‘Let me tell you what to do 
with the Bundestag, and maybe 
you'li have occasion to mark my 
words some day. You have to 
recompense ita members well, let 
them do a lot of travelling and give 
them many recesses."" 

Though Brandt felt an affinity for 

President Kennedy, he was appalled 
by the “political expansion" of 
Camelot. 
Charles de Gaulle usually acted 
“like a commander-in-chief and 
turned livid whenever he heard 
English spoken. Once hearing 
former German Economics Minister 
Karl Schiller conversing in English 
with Giscard, then the French 
finance minister, De Gaulle turned 
to Georges Pompidou, his premier, 
and said: ‘“There you can hear what 
will happen to language in Europe if 
we don't watch out." 

As President of France, Pompidou 
frequently complained about the 
U.S. to Brandt, once saying: "1 
simply refuse to meet Nixon like a 
Roman vassal meeting Caesar." 

And of Richard Nixon, Brandt 
says: ‘‘You could feel and sed the 
authority that emanated from him. 
He was not the puppet of Kissinger 
that cliche pictures have made him 
out to be. He knew how to use 
Kissinger's advice to become master 
of his own ideas.” 

The book — its German title 
translates as ‘‘Encounters and 
Views" — is certain to cause a furore 
when published in full Its impact on 
German and world events ts likely to 
be far-reaching.

Replacement 
proves merit

THIS GROUP, 2 hastily put together 
replacement for the ‘previously 
scheduled Danny Gottfried Trio, 
produced a highly entertaining jam 
session. 

The rhythm section had never 
played together as a unit and the 
first three pieces — ‘'Blues for 
Fred,"" “Autumn Leaves,"” and 
“Misty” — reflected a sense of dis- 
comfort, with drums and bass lack- 
ing precision and coordination. This 
feeling of uncasiness was gradually 
overcome, however. 

Young trumpet player, Mark 
Fallon, a recent American im- 
migrant, exhibited considerable 
talent. He has a sophisticated style. 
beautifully flowing improvisational 
lines and a Miles Davis-type sound. 
He is one of the rare jazz performers 
who combines 2 relaxed swing feel- 
ing with an almost flawless techni- 
que. 

Pianist-arranger Nami Leef 
also at times displayed great 
improvisational ability. He never 
allowed technique to interfere with 
the mood of the piece. 

Baasist Fonorov, formerly of 
Platina, and studio drummer Gar- 
val, both had moments of fine play- 
ing, although neither one seemed to 
be in top form. 

One hopes that more will be heard 
from these young and talented jazz 


musicians.

IN THE sombre atmosphere prevail- 
ing in Israel industry, Elec- 
trochemical Industries (Frutarom) 
Ltd. shows that inflation, labour un- 
reat, and red tape need not preclude 
growth, and that there is room for 
business expansion beyond the 
Darrow limits of. the fickle home 
market. 5 

Unconcerned by widespread ex. 
pectancy of a slowdown in this coun- 
try, HIF is now engaged in a major 
investment programme to the time:

the sales proceeds in 1978, to 14 per 
cent last year. Indeed, profit from 
operations declined to I120.6ém. in 
1975, as compared to ILJ2.4m. in 
1978, and the net (after tax) profit 
᾿ advanced only from I14.7m. to 
1L7.7m. 

‘The net profit dropped from 6.7 per 
cent of sales to 3.9, in the above 
period; and from 13.4 per. cent of 
capital worth to 7.6. While this was 
partly caused by larger amounts set 
aside for depreciation, other causes 
were the slower turnover -of inven- 
tories, and leas than full utilization of 
the company’s productive potential 
on account of sluggish demand for 
several of its products (in particular 
PVC) 


While cash dividends were main- 
tained at an annual 5 per cent, and 
were supplemented by stock

‘ pany’s profit performance would not 
have justified substantial expansion, 
the more so as the company's liquidi- 


ty position has also tightened. 

It seems that ETF has been led to 
its expansion programme by exter- 
mal developments. Its sales of 
chlorine are expected to drop 
dramatically in another two years, 
as its major customer — Dead Sea 
Works — which needs chlorine for its 
bromine production, is building its 
own electrolysis plant at Sedom. 

Though in course of time larger 
quantities of chlorine are expected to

Lastly. impending changes in the 
Electric Corporation's high tension 
system call for the construction of a 
new transformer station at the EI 
plant, requiring substantial invest- 
ment, which is not justified by the 
smalll scope of operation. 

‘The crucial fact is, however, that 
faced with these problems EIF 
decided not to retrench but to ad- 
vance. Its shareholders have 
accepted the changing business con- 
ditions as a challenge and are now 
intent on overcoming the difficulties 
by putting ETF on a new technical 
basis — larger, more modern, and 
therefore better equipped to compete 
both at home and abroad. The expan- 
sion project is aimed at enlarging

ing up-to-date knowhow (partly ac- 


quired from the U.S., but partly 
developed by the company's own

The project evaluation has been 
based on the recent — depressed — 
world price of PVC, so that much 
higher profitability will ensue in the 
case of even a modest market 
recovery.

Investors Inc. — is also confident of 
the project's success, and has 
already committed substantial funds 
for this purpose. Indeed, for an 
American company EIF provides an 
attractive opportunity to acquire an 
overseas production base, com- 
bining good management and ad- 
vanced technical performance with 
prospects for duty-free export to the 
vast market of the EEC which is now 
opening to Israel producers.

As a re- 
sult, In 120,000 cases (about one- 
fourth of the total) students ap- 
peared to take tests for which they 
were not officially registered.

Some 
had no les even nine to 13 
months after they took the exams.

TT HAS been difficult over the past two days to obtain ἃ co- 
herent picture of what is happening in Lebanon. Partly this 
igs because the newsmen clustered in Beirut find it impossible 
to acquire accurate information, ard partly because the 
parties to the conflict, especially the terrorist organizations 
and their allies, have been deliberately spreading false infor- 
mation designed to portray massive Syrian troop movements 


and PLO military successes. 


Despite the confusion, however, it seems clear that Syria's 
Hafez Assad will have to carry through his military inter- 
vention to a logical conclusion — namely, to restore political 
and social order in the Lebanon. This will heighten the pres- 
sure of his foes in Egypt, Libya and elsewhere, but to stop 
at mid point would be an admission of failure, and could cost 


him nis rule at home. 


The naval movements of the big powers can certainly not 
be seen as a genuine deterrent to this procession of events. 
Firstly, none of the powers can harbour any serious intent 
of direct intervention. Secondly, even if they did they would 
‘be deterred by the presence of the other major fleets. 

As a result the role of the Big Powers in the Lebanese 
struggle continues to be ambiguous and largely ineffectual. 

While others are weighing up the political risks and oppor- 
tunities, the Lebanese themselves have little left but to toll | 
up the costs and casualties of their domestic strife. Had there 
been greater resolve in Beirut in 1970 and 1971 when the 
terrorists first began to undermine Lebanese sovereignty and 
social order, the turmoil and bloodshed of the past year might 


have been avoided. 


But now the question is what kind of Lebanon will there 
be, if and when the guns finally fall silent? 

Israel has no other rational alternative, but to wait out 
the events. It must do so fully aware that internecine Arab 
conflicts can disappear as quickly as they arise. They are 
confrontations of a domestic sort and cannot be expected to 
alter attitudes regarding the larger Arab conflict with Israel. 

But what Israel does have a right to expect is that the 
Syrian intervention and the deployments that emerge from 
it will not be used to alter the military characteristics of the 


northern border.

DAVAR (Histadrut), discussing the 
conflict in the Arab world that has 
come toa head in the Lebanon crisis, 
remarks: "Though at this point the 
clash between Egypt and Syria may 
seem Hike a life-and-death struggle. 
it should be borne in mind that less 
than three years ago the harmony 
between them was such that they 
went to war together. The present 
differences may well be patched 
over, as has been the case in 
previous inter-Arab disputes. 

“But two facts have been 
highlighted by the crisis: first, the 
sudden and rapid fluctuations in the 
policies of the Arab states; their in- 
stability and inconsistency, raise 
serious doubts as to the possibility of 
establishing any kind of long-term 
relations with them. This applies 
also to the complexity of relations 
between them and Israel and should 
reinforce doubts as to the stability of 
any historic processes in the Arab 
world. 

“Secondly. the present crisis 
proves once again that the tradition 

_ of attributing the Middle East dis- 
pute mainly to the Israeli issue is en- 
tirely divorced from reality. Ten-

sions and conflict of interest between 
the Arabs exist independently of the 
conflict with Israel, while paradox- 
ically Israe] is frequently exploited 
to cement over the internal 
anlmosities and divert attention 
from them." 


AL HAMISHMAR® (Mapam) at- 
taches significance going beyond the 
U.S. election campaign to the state- 
ment of President Ford that there 
were few prospects of convening the 
Geneva conference, “for the con- 
ference implies negotiations with alt 
the Arab states on total peace and, 
as far as the Arabs are concerned, 
participation of the PLO represen- 
tatives as weil. Yet how could sucha 
gathering be convened when the two 
major Arab states involved, Syria 
and Egypt, have severed ties and, as 
far as the PLO is concerned, the 
Syrian Army is now playing the role 
King Hussein played in 1970, shell- 
ing the refugee camps and PLU 
headquarters in Beirut?" 

In conclusion. the paper hopes that 
Israel will continue its wise policy of 
refraining from intervention in 
Lebanon.

East to “the maintenance of Israel's 
security and survival" and insisting 
that these two elements were “the 
priority foreign pollcy objectives” 
of his admunistration, Ford seems 
to have gone beyond earlier pro- 


nouncements on Israel and the 
Middle East. 
State Department officials, in- 


cluding Secretary of State Kissin- 
ger, have usually only included the 
U.S. commitment to Israel as one 
of America’s important foreign 
policy objectives, regularly adding 
the need to have good relations 
with the Arab world. 

Front-running Democratic con- 
tender Jimmy Carter on Sunday 
declared that “the cornerstone” of 
his foreign policy would be a strong 
commitment to Israel's security and 
survival, and complained about the 
Ford Administration’s “on-again, 
off-again” commitment. 

Ford said that he is personally 
grateful to Sisco for having “well 
served and effectively carried for- 
ward" the Administration's foreign 
policies. He said that Sisco's career 
has been “brilliant.” 


“Since October, 1973," the Presi- 
dent continued, “he has played a 
particularly significant role in the 
successful diplomatic efforts of our 
government in that area ithe Mid- 
dle East)." 

Sisco told the Presidents Confe- 
rence that he was not sure whe- 
ther his departure from the State 
Department “ts a three year sabba- 
tical or a 10-year sabbatical or a 
permanent one” — a hint that he 
may eventually return to govern- 
ment service. He is leaving the De- 
Partment to become President of 
fee University in Washing- 
on, 

Sisco said he was convinced that 
both the Israei and Arab people 
“are really sick and tired of war. 
Ti that is correct, there is hope, 
I don't think we will achieve any- 
thing decisive this year, but if we 
keep open the diplomatic options 
and maintain the possibility of prog- 
ress in 1977, this will be an im- 
portant achievement for 1976." 

Ambassador Simcha Dinitz called 
Sisco “a friend of Israel in the 
State Department — through thick 
and thin.”

A good place for him to start would 
be with a convincing explanation of 
how the “non-political animal" thet 
he claimed to be all these years 
could suddenly become political at 
this Jate stage of the game. And 
Professor Yadin will need better 
reasoning than the rather naive 
contention that the nation needs him 
now. There have been frequent oc- 
easions in the past when the nation.

turmoil.

THE ATOMIC DETERRENT 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Barring the acquisition of 
nuclear weapons by an Arab state, 
the reliance on nuclear weapons by 
Israel would be neither necessary 
nor desirable, contrary to 8. recent 
article by Ephraim Kishon, “The 
arms race bondage" (April 25). 
Instead, auch a policy would weaken 
Israel militarily, economically and 
politically. 

First, Israel's conventional power 
would be reduced because of the ex- 
pense of an atomic weapons 
programme and because of the need 
to maintain conventional forces in 
Position to protect nuclear weapons 
facilities. This very reduction in con- 
ventional effectiveness increases the 
chance that Israel would hare torely 
on atomie weapons to respond to a 
conventional Arab assault. Thus, 
Israel's military options would be 
seriously limited. which implies 
political complications as well. In a 
similar vein, a reliance on nuclear 
weapons as described by Kishon 
would certainly move the conflict 
from the frontlines to the cities, 
since an Israeli bomb would compel 
the “confrontation” states to acquire 
such weapons of their own. This 
would be an especially dangerous 
and costly situation for Israel with 
its highly concentrated population. 

Second, it is far from certain that 
the announced policy of using 
nuclear weapons in fact produces 8 
reliable deterrent. The history of the 
U.S.-Soviet arms race shows that 
there is a great instability of 


deterrents until a second strike 
capability ls achieved, which is very 
expensive to acquire and takes years 
to achieve. Morcover, deterrence 
depends on rational people seeing 
that there ig nothing to gain from a 
war. The Arab-Isracli conflict is 
highly emotional and often defies 
rational analysis. 


Third, it should be remembered 
that one motive behind American 
support for Israel has been to turn 
her away from the “nuclear options" 
Should this effort at non- 
proliferation fail. a strong rational 
for American aid to Israel would be 
removed. 

Fourth it is far from certain that 
Israe] must Jose a race in conven- 
tional arms. The largest Arab 
purchaser of weapons is Saudi 
Arabia, which doesn't have the infra- 
structure to absorb what it buys, 
and much of what it deploys is 
related to tengions in the Arabian 
Peninsula and the Persian Gulf. 
Syria and Egypt have always had 
Israel] outgunned, but to no avail — 
even when they were allies. While 
the Arab arms build up should not be 
taken lightly, !t shouldn't be 
overblown either. 

Should the Arab states obtain the 
bomb, Israel would of course have to 
respond accordingly. Until that 
time, a reliance on atomic weapons 
as a deterrent is illusory and self- 
defeating.

Avizohar, the. Right stooge

AS every child knows, there are only 
two kinds of people in this country: 
Leftists and Rightists. Whether it’s 


in the media, at national conventions: 


-or local councils, among ruling par- 
ties or bar-mitzvah parties — there's 
always just one vital point to be 
cleared up about anyone: is he Right 
or is he Left? 

It's easy enough to tell them apart. 
Leftists are for Tumarkin's with-it 
monuments and for withdrawal, 
whereas Rightists are against 
Tumarkin's with-its and for 
withdrawal in exchange for a true 
peace. It follows that the gap 
dividing them is enormous. It 
positively yawns. 

The two sides are quite evenly 
balanced: the Left has the upper 
hand in the Press, on the air, in art 
criticism and on the prize market, 
while at elections it gets no more than 
1.5 per cent of the vote. The Right, on 
the other hand, wins all the elections 
and none of the prizes.

It figures 
that the rulers of our airwaves must 
maintain a delicate balance between 
Left and Right. You can have no 
debate on the radio or panel of pun- 
dits on the screen, nor even a mere 
symposium on “Zionism: What Next?" 
at the Tel Aviv Museum, without 
inviting the spokesmen of the Right 
as well, else they'll say — look here, 
where's your balance? 

Enter Avizohar Weinreb, from the 
right. 

Avizohar the Right stooge is a Par- 
ty has-been on the wrong side of mid- 
die age. Once upon ἃ time he may 
even have been an ΜΟΙ or 
something; at any rate his name is 
familiar even if no one remembers 
exactly where from. He's not exactly 
ἃ glamour type. But he sure is full of 
nervous tension. And he's a Rightist. 
And he stammers. Or no, he doesn't 
exactly stammer elther, he only 
talks so fast it's hard to catch what 
he's saying. 

The point is that he's got this great 
flerce urge to air his firmly Rightist 
views in public but always goes 
about it in a definitely lefthanded 
way.

Avizohar Weinreb: “I, 1, 1 mean, 
what's he mean, what the hell, it’s 
like as if he'd asked, but it's got 
nothing to do with it, excuse me,
